the antrums. If these are empty and. 
healthy, the light wilt pass through, 
them unhindered and zill shine to 
‘bottom of the eves.

DIES IN NEW YORK 


Noted Airplane Designer| 
ital Suffer- 
ing from Meningitis 

New York, Dec, 23 (AP)—Anthony | 
ie. G, Fokker, alrplane designer and 
builder, died today in Murray Hull 
| Hospital. 

Fokker, 49, was taken to the has- 
pital suffering from pneumococcus 
meningitis. He had been given blood 
transfusions repeatedly to-help him 
tight the disease, 

Anthony Herman Gerard Fokker, | 
who liked to design new alrplancs 
fon wrapping paper and factory 
walls, was known to the aeronaut- 
eal industry ax the first man in the 
world ever to make $1,000,000 in 
aviation, 

He made many millions. A self- 
educated. engineer who indulged 
extravagant whims, Fokker had a 
good deal of ‘his histrionie in his 
makeup, but above all he was a 
canny business man who drove hard 
bargalns. 


‘Speed was his fetish, He owned

‘Fokker was born in Java, April

Beef, Iamb, and pork will not sell’ much higher than’ in the 
early months.of 1939. 1 do not foresee any big gains in butter,

sharply and demand is tremendous. This indicates that King 
Cotton is getting'a new lease on life. Consequently, farm income 
‘ought to be 10 per cent higher than in the same months last year. 

‘The drought in the West isa very serious factor. The moisture 
situation is the worst on record at this season. If it gets no drier, 
however, it;could easily lift, rather than lower, total farm income. 
Barring @ continuation of the drought, total production on all farms 
in 1940 may be close to the 1939 figure. ‘The increaso in prices 
will not be all gravy forthe farmers, however. Their cows will go 

With farm profits 
better, farm land values should continue to edge up a little. 

s “Oomrn” In Prices. 

In addition to higher farm prices, industria) raw mateile 
should also push upward in early 1940. War, high industrial 
activity, and rising buying power will put the “oomph” in the price 
Pi Hides, cocoa, gasoline, and paint materials can have the 
Zharpest boosts.”

i Busy Peniap For Burns. 

Another key industry which should see big things in the next 
six months is construction. Building commissioners will be busy 
‘Okeying 10 to 15 per cent more contracts than in the same period of 
1939. Public building will be shaken down about 10 per cent; but 
this drop will be more than offset by big jumps in industrial and 
Fesidentlal contracts. With factories straining every nerve to meet 
Gelivery dates, industrial building plans, shelved since 1937, are 
being Hotted out.
